BOSTON,  April  2,  1631  — 
(BP)  —  Roger  Williams,  fiery 
Puritan  minister  of  the  Boston 
church,  fired  a  broadside  at 
the  local  congregation  and 
government  from  his  pulpit 
yesterday  and  then  submitted 
his  resignation. 

Williams  did  not  escape  un¬ 
scathed.  however.  In  a  return 
volley  Bostonians  labeled  his 
scorching  sermon  as  "a  most 
loully  scandalous  and  treason-
